War conditions make it imperative 
that farmers and poultrymen as far 
as possible should stop this enormous 
leak. To do this every breeder should 
pay strict attention tp the general con¬ 
ditions of his flock. When anything 
unusual is noted in fowl, R is advisa¬ 
ble to place the affepted individual in 
separate quarters. If wjtjiin a short 
t'mc recovery does net take place, it is 
unwise to destroy the fowl without 
first ascertaining the cause of the dis¬ 
order. The prevalance of disease is 
more often the cause of failure than 
the lack of practical knowledge and 
the extreme importance of keeping 
•he quarters clean; isolation of all ail-' 
ing fowls and immediate action in re¬ 
gard to finding out the cause cannot : 
be too strongly impressed upon the | 
poultryman. 

When trouble occurs, forward to the 
Biological Laboratory, Central Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, Ort., a live 
but sick fowl, or, in the absence of 
such, a dead bird. In the interval dis¬ 
infect the quarters, runs, drinking 
fountains and feed dishes to check the 
spread of any ipfectipus disease. 

Disinfect the poultry houses by 
praying the interior with lime-wash 
solution (50 lbs. stone lime slacked ir. I 
a barrel of water plus one gallon of a 
good commercial disinfectant.) Fill 
cracks and crevices to destroy mites, 
lice, etc. If a smaller amount is re¬ 
quired it may b e prepare;] by adding 
‘wo and one half pounds of lime to a 
pail of water plus half a teacupful of 
disinfectant. 

Keep a crpp growing in some pari 
of the yards and ajtepnate poultry and 
crops. If the l' uns ?r e small cover 
with a epating of air-slacked lime and 
dig up. If the runs are too large to 
dig, plough and cultivate before sow- j 
ing. Rape is a good crop for this pur 
pose. Rear all chicks pn fresh soil. 

Although thepf precaqtions may ap¬ 
pear unnecessary |t is the pply way of 
combatting many disease conditions 
affecting poultry, which if left to them 
.selves will undoubtedly prove decided

this in Germany, but not under Anglo- 
Saxon forms of government. In no 
Anglo-Saxon nation which has been 
organized in modern times, have auto¬ 
cratic forms been adopted. But the 
few have controlled by means of pluto 
cratic classes and special priviliges. 
In our country we are told that 23 
men control our 8,000,000 people. The 
few are still ruling the many with just 
as much ease as in Germany. There is 
heresy of believing in individual lib¬ 
erty has made us slaves of the 23, the 
plutocratic few; not a military auto¬ 
cracy, but a plutocracy. This is the 
reason that out of these democratic 
nations, none were sufficiently organ¬ 
ized to defeat Germany. If our people 
would submit to autocratic organiza¬ 
tion, we would defeat Germany. But 
would we them be any better? To be 
successful we must have a force built 
upon different laws, following other 
fonfis. The only other form is co-oper¬ 
ation. Can we build up a demoeracy 
until we get a sufficient organization
